HUBT IN A'BUN A WAY. 


-Mrs. John Creekmur and Jesse 


Birchfleld Badly Injured. 


At|th<£adjournment of court last even- 


ing [Mrs. John Creekmur, wife of the 
defendant in the murder case, accom- 


^'jjaoied by her three children and her 
'"Jwo'sisters, the Misses Adams, got into a 


carriage to go to the family home in 
Whitmore township. The driver was 
Jesse Birchfield, and he held the reins 
over the two horses. The party went out 
past Porsyth, and when they got past 
the'Joseph Cooper place one of the tugs 
came off, causing the horses to kick and 
become frightened. They started off on 
a dead run and despite all that Birch- 
fleld could'do they got beyond his con- 
trol. He tried to turn them into the 
hedge fence near the Nelson McKinley 
place, because he knew there was an 
ugly bridge not far ahead which it 
would be impossible to cross without 
dashing all of the occupants to death. It 
was just getting dark, and onward the 
team was going at breakneck pace. With 
one mighty pull Birchfield with the lines 
wrapped, around bis hands drew the 
horsea'tp the side and got them close to 
the hedge fence. The tongue caught in 
thejhedge, there was a snap and a break, 
the vehicle was turned upside down and 
the horses broke away and dashed up 
the road. All of the occupants were 
thrown _-«ut with considerable force. 
Birchfield had his right shoulder dislo- 
cated,'(and! when Henry Seamans and 
Nelson McKinley found him he was on his 
knees feeling around on the ground for 
his other hand.

The team was caught a mile distint by 
Sam Kohr. All of,the parties came to 
the city this morning to attend the trial.

CKEEKMUR'S STORY. 


The Defendant in the Harder Case 


is a Witness. 


Probability that the Attorney* will Begin 


Addressing: the Court Friday- 


Interest Unabated. 


This morning John B. Creekmur, the 


defendant in the Rolla Boyd murder 
case, was put on the witness stand to tell 
his story. He did it in an easy manner. 
It is given below in the proper place. 
Possibly the lawyers will begin talking 
to Justice Hammer to-morrow. 


WEDNESDAY, APRIL 25—AFTERNOON. 
Court convened at 1:30 p. m. and evi- 


dence for the defense was resumed: 


Thomas Braden testified that he was 
at Boyd's house when Dr. Thomas ex- 
amined the body. He said that Boyd 
had on a leather coat. 
Charles Adams, 14 years old, who 


makes his home with the defendant, tes- 
tified that Creekmur was not at home 
on the evening of Jan. 20. Knew that 
John had had a settlement with Fred at 
the latter's house. There was no party 
at the Creekmur house in January and 
none there on Feb. 20. Witness had 
never seen May Hart \until a few days 
ago. He had seen Creekmur and Boyd 
at the barn the day Boyd met his death. 
Heard the horse in the barn make a 
noise and saw Jesse Birchfleld go there 
and come back again. Next saw Creek- 
mur in the h'eld near the barn talking to 
Birchfield, coming over to witness and

telling him to plow around three or four 
times more and then quit. Creekmur 
was walking and went on to hie home. 
Witness heard Birchfield calling out that 
Boyd was dead and he went over there. 
Saw Boyd carried out past the stallion 
while Birchfield guarded the horse. Did 
not notice that Creekmur was excited at 
any time. 
Cross examined by Mr. Buckingham: 
Witness had never seen John excited. 
When John came home from Maroa, all 
that was asked by him was if Boyd had 
got home yet. 
Tilton Singleton testified that he was 
at the Creekmur place when the alarm 
was given. Heard Mrs. Boyd say that 
John and Rolla had been talking to- 
gether in a friendly way. 
John W. Birchfield testified that he 
was once the owner of the horse; that he 
had sold him to Jesse. Thought he was 
a rather vicious horse. 
One night the 


horse kicked BO badly that he had to 
watch him all night, 


Allen Evans testified to the removal 


of the leather coat from Boyd, and that 
one of the sleeves was torn. 


POK THE PEOPLE AGAIN. 


In rebuttal the People were permit- 


ted to introduce three people who reside 
in DeWitt county. 


Edward Hendricks testified: Was at 


Boyd's house on the day of the funeral. 
Was at the barn. Saw Jesse Birchfield. 
Heard him say that when he heard the 
horse squeal and went over to the stable 
he saw a peculiar looking club he had 
never seen before, that he had looked for 
it since and could not find it. Also heard 
him say that the horse was always kind 
and gentle and that he never had any 
trouble with him but once and then the 
horse raised his foot like he was going to 
kick and he slapped him with the curry 
comb and he didn't kick. 


Cross-examination by Mr. Johns: Both 
Cavender, East and myself live in De- 
Witt county. We came eleven miles to 
Boyd's funeral. 
I 
am a friend of 
Boyd'e. Neither of us are related to 
Boyd or his wife. Never saw Birchfield 
before; was not introduced to him; 
heard that was his name. Heard no 
one else make a statement about the 
horse; can't remember any conversation 
except what I have told. He said the 
horse never offered to kick but once and 
then he slapped him with a curry-comb. 
All he said about the club was that he 
saw a peculiar club there he hadn't seen 
since. Didn't use the words 'very pe- 
culiar.' Didn't use the words; when I 
heard the horse squealing in the barn I 
went down to the barn. 


Frank Cavander testified substantially 
as did Hendricks. 


William East testified: I know Mr. 


Cox. 
He is a brotherinlaw of Boyd. 


Was at Boyd's barn the day of the fu 
neral. Heard Birchfield make the state- 
ment quoted. I asked him if the club 
was a plow handle and he said it was not. 


Cross-examination by Johns: I came 


down here at the request of Cornelius 
Cox. 
He is my cousin. I don't remem- 


ber of telling him about the story before 
that. He is the man who started this in- 
quiry. There were oeveral people in the 
barn at the time. Can't remember any- 
thing that was said by anybody else but 
Birchfleld at the time. Birchfield also 
described the position of the body when 
found. He didn't say anything about the 
horse squealing. 
I asked him if he had 


looked for the club and he said he had, 
but hadn't Been it. 
Didn't ask him 


what kind of a club it was. I asked him 
if it was a plow handle because I saw 
one when I was in the barn before. 
It 


was lying in the stall. Wo were in the 
barn about 20 minutes or half an hour. 
Birchfield was there quite a while. There 
was a good deal of talking done."- There 
was no oppressive period of silence as I 
remember. 
Cannot give a connected 
statement of Birchfield's conversation 
about the horse and the club. 


Court adjourned until 9 a. m. to-day. 


THURSDAY, APRIL 26 —FORENOON. 


The attorneys offered further evidence 


for the defense to-day and it came from 
the defendant himself. 


John B. Creekmur, the defendant, was 
put on the atand and was examined by 
Mr. Johns: I am 29 years old and live 
10^4 miles from Decatur. I own a farm 
of 140 acres in Whitmore township. I 
knew Rolla Bojjd. Got acquainted with 
him about one year ago. I did not know 
him much until he lived on the Hennard 
place. It was then he got a contract on 
the Stevens Creek drainage district. 1 
was one of the drainage commissioners. 
I did not know the Hart girl when she 
was at Boyd's; never was introduced to 
her by Boyd as Frank Johns; never rode 
with her; never aaw her un- 


Tom Braden. It was raining that night 
I cot home about 9 o'clock; did not 
leave home that night. Did not go 
to 
Boyd's that night. Boyd was 
with me at Forsyth on that occasion. 
Bovdand I were together at-Aigente. 
about three weeks before his fljftatn. At; 
that time Boyd told me that the JSaw 
eirlhad made serious charges against 
me. I was at Boyd's house on Sunday 
before his death. While I was there 
Boy3 handed me a letter stating that 
Shipley, of Maroa, had sent it to me by 
him." 
I think I read the letter at Boyd's. 


I did not say while there, "Why did you 
give me away." He told me he had been 
on a tear in Maroa and hud been thrown 
out of his buggy, and horse and buggy 
had got away. I loaned him a mule, 
cart and harness to go and look up his 
rig Monday. I at no time stated to Boyd 
that rather than pay $200 or $300 I would 
run away. I went to Maroa Monday and 
saw Shipley. He told me that Bob Clif- 
ton had made the charge. He said he1 
thought it could be settled very easily. 
I told him there was nothing in it. 
When I came home from Maroa I stop- 
ped at the Boyd place to water the stock. 
I talked to Jesse Birchfield and young 
Adams and then pumped water. I saw 
some boards off the hog lot. I went into 
the house and asked Mrs. Boyd if the 
boss had got home and she said no. 
I then went home and put up my team; 
j?ot a spade to fill up an old well and a 
nainmer to fix the fence, and, went back 
to the Boyd place. Just as I got 
through fixing the fence Boyd got home; 
it was about i o'clock. I helped him 
unhitch. I told him I would not need 
the mule any more and would leave it at 
the Boyd barn. Boyd had bought this 
mule and another of me and I had re- 
served the right to work them for a time. 
We talked at the gate awhile and then 
went into the south stall of the east part 
of the barn. I believe that I spoke to 
him about his trip to Maroa while in the 
stall. He asked me how things were and 
I answered that I guessed everything 
was all right. Told him that I had seen 
Shipley; that it was all right. I did not 
then know Boyd had anything to do with 
the bringing of the charge as to the 
.Hart girl. Boyd and I run one of my 
filleys into the barn. It first ran to the 
back stall, past the stallion, and Boyd 
drove her to the front stall where I 
tied her. Jesse Birchfield came to the 
barn while I was currying the filly. 
Afterwards 
Jesse's 
brother 
Jim 


came. Jesse soon went to his plow- 
ing 
and 
soon 
after 
Jim 
left. 


Wnile Jim was there Boyd went out and 
brought in some liquor, which we all 
drank. Boyd said he felt as stiff as a 
stage horse, on account of his Saturday 
drunk at Maroa. I left the barn about 
twenty minutes after Birchfield left. I 
turned out the filley before I left. Boyd 
asked me to stay to supper before I left. 
I told him I could not stay. Boyd said 
he would do the feeding that evening. 
The last I saw of Boyd he had crawled 
over the front stall manger and was 
standing on a separator that stood in the 
passage way. I thought he was going 
into the mow for hay. I did not strike 
him, or drag him around, or injure him 
in any way. After I saw him on the 
separator I took "up my hammer, spade 
and harness and started across the field 
toward home. Stopped and talked with 
Birchfield and Adams when they were 
plowing. Walked to Birchfield about 
100 yards from the barn, and further on 
I talked to Adams. I told Birchfield in 
answer to inquiry that it was about four 
o'clock, without looking; looked at my 
watch when I was talking with Charley 
Adams, and it was fifteen minutes to 
five o'clock. 
Heard the outcries at 
Boyd's about ten or fifteen minutes after I 
got home. 
Charley Adams came run- 


ning toward our house. 
I started at 
once for the Boyd place, Singleton and 
my brother started with me. Singleton 
got to barn first, I got in next. When I 
rot into the barn Mrs. Boyd, Jesse Birch- 
Beld and Singleton were in the barn. 
Saw Boyd lying on his face beside the 
horse. I helped to carry him out and to 
the house and went after the doctor to 
Argenta. Got Dr. Thomas. I went after 
the coroner. I was in the house when 
he was stripped, his coat was on. Saw 
it taken off, heard it rip when they were 
pulling on the sle. re. 
My -wife was 
there that evening a .d stayed at Boyd's 
till after the funeral and J staved there 
as much ot the time «.s i could. I testi- 
fied at both inquests. I went to the 
funeral. His body was buried at Lane, 
about 12 miles from where he lived. 
I 


hauled part of the family. When Boyd 
lived at the Henneby place I was not at 
his place on a Saturday night and Boyd 
did not come out and -talk to me about 
midnight about the Hart girl. I was at 
the ditch when the men were cleaning it 
out on Monday, January 15. That morn- 
ing while at the ditch he asked me for a 


after a girl. He said he was 


I did not know where 
He got Kohr's buggy and 


went that day. I was one of the com- 
missioners and Peak was deepening the 
ditch by contract. Witness here identi- 
fied all the books and papers in the exe- 
cution of which he was one of the parties 
that had been introduced to fix dates. 
These included his account book, a re- 
ceipt given James Birchfield, and the 
papers in the purchase of the account 
against Tom Braden from Shisler. I did 
not kill Rolla Boyd; did not strike or in- 
jure him. Never had a quarrel with him 
in my life. I do not know how he came 
to his death. - 


Cross-examined by Mr. Mills: I knew 


Rolla Boyd about a year before his death. 
The first time I ever met him I sold him 
-a cow. I think I was elected ditch com- 
missioner before Boyd moved to the 
Henneby place. Boyd got a ditch con- 
tract. It was a large contract. I was at 
Boyd's house several times after he got 
the contract. 
I hired to Boyd and 


worked on the ditch part of the time. I 
atone time boarded a number of the 
men that worked on the ditch. Wjjen 1 
met Boyd in Argenta was about two or 
three weeks before his death. It was 
then, that Boyd first told me the story 
about the Hart girl. I told him lie knew 
the story was untrue, and he replied if 
the.girl charges these things against you 
it will make no difference whether it is 
true or not. I lost the Shipley letter.

THE DAY IN CONGRESS 


The Income Tax and Building As- 


sociations. 


TBE FIRST LBE OF THE TARIFF BILL 


Furnishes Matter for Discussion for the 


Entire Day's Session fn the Senate 


—The Diplomatic and Consu- 


lar Appropriation BUI. 


SENATE. 


WASHWGTOU, April 25.—Mr. Sherman, • 


member ot the finance committee, stated, in 
connection with tbe proposed income tax as 
bearing upon building associations, that he 
had been authorized by the committee to offer 
an amendment which he thought would remove 
the objections of those associations The 
amendment, he said, would cover all building 
associations wbose business It la to loan money 
to their shareholders or to receive deposits for 
them 


Mr Cullom said that he had received many 


letters and petitions on the subject. 


Mr Sherman—I have bad a great number of 


letters from the labor organizations of Cin- 
cinnati and other parts of Ohio, and the; are 
satisfied with the amendment that will be of- 
lered. 


Mr. Walsb-I ask the senator from Ohio 


whether I understand him correctly in stating 
that amendments will be offered to tbe Income 
tax exempting loan and building assoclalons 
from tbe operation of the tariff? 


Mr Sherman—Substantially, yes. 
It will 


(relieve them to the extent that la supposed 
to be safe. 


Mr Vest—A member of the finance com- 


mittee—I will state accurately what the 
amendment la as agreed upon In committee. It 
exempts from the income tax tbe dividends 
and promts of loan and building associations 
where tbey make loans to their shareholders 
for the purpose of enabling them to purchase 
ground and erect homes for themselves 


Mr Sherman (correcting Mr. Vest)—Share- 


holders and depositors. 


Mr. Vest—In otber words, all loan and build- 


ing associations where loans are used for spec- 
ulative purposes are to be subject to the in- 
come tax. but where the money of the associ- 
ation is loaned to shareholders In order to 
build homes for themselves, the Income tax is 
not to applr- 


Among thi bills passed was house bill to au- 


thorize the St. Louis River Bridge Co and tbe 
Dululh Transfer Railroad Co to construct a 
bridge over the St Louis river near the vil- 
lage of West Duluth, Minn. 


The tariff bill was then taken up tor consid- 


eration paragraph by paragraph—the formal 
reading of the bill In extenso being dispensed 
with. On the first line of the bill there was an 
amendment (reported by the finance commit- 
tee) to fix the time when the act Is to take ef- 
fect, the 80tb of June, 18M, instead of tbe 1st. 


To this amendment Mr. Aldrich, a member 


of the finance committee, addressed himself. 
There was not a paragraph in the bill, he said, 
which would not strike a cruel and destructive 
blow at some American Industry. He argued 
against the bill going Into effect as early as 
proposed. No one knew, he said, what the 
final form of the bill would be, as conferences 
were still going on between the finance com- 
mittee and democratic senators and repre- 
sentatives of industries that would be affected 
by the bill, looking to a thorough revision 
of it. 
"What is the senator's authority for that 


statement?" asked Mr Vest. "I deny it abso- 
lutely and emphatically." 


"Dyes the senator m3an to say," Mr Al- 


drlch asked, "that negotiations are not this 
minute golncr on between senators on that side 
of the chamber looking to such changes In the 
framework of the bill as will allow It to secure 
the votes necessary for its passage!" 


"I propose to make tbe assertion," said Mr. 


Vest, that no such negotiations are within my 
knowledge going on. Nothing of tbe sort 
The bill is here to be acted upon, and the sen- 
ator's statements are without any foundation 
so far as I know and believe " 


"If the senator from Missouri." said Mr- 


Aldrich, "Insists that no such thing is going 
on, then It Is going on without his knowledge, 
approval or consent, because I know it to be a 
fact. No senator can get up and deny It with 
even an appearance of truth. Changes are 
being proposed to this bill from day to day In 
order to secure the votes of senators on that 
side of tbe chamber, and I say that no man 
now lives who can tell what condition or shape 
the bill will be in when the senate Is asked to 
vote upon It 
Within one week," Mr Aldrich 


persisted, "the senator himself bas raparte 1 
from »o finance committee forty or fifty 
amendments." 


"That is not so," Mr Vest replleJ. "I hive 


not offered nearly so many amendments, and a 
great many ot them are verbal " 


"How many amendments did you report'" 


Mr Aldrich asked 


"I did not count them," Mr Vest replied 


"Perhaps flfteen or twenty 
The senator's 


statement is about as accurate as his state- 
ment usually are " 


"I ask the senator from Missouri," Mr. Al 


drich persisted, "if he docs not expect the 
finance committee to report other and Impor- 
tant amendments to this measure before it Is 
acted upon by the senate " 


"I know of none " Mr. Vest replied 
"Well, I know of several." said Mr AWrich 


"I know that representatives of several inter- 
ests and Industries in various parts of the 
country have been assured by senators on the 
other side of the chamber that changes would 
be made in tbe bill: and I say that if this bill 
is to become a law at least six months sbould 
be given within which manufacturers and 
merchants could arrange their affairs so as to 
meet the radical changes proposed. 


Mr Platt spoke against the proposition that 


the bill should gd Into effect on June 30, 1891; 
he said: "It is a crime against the nation, a 
crime against humanity It Is not a mistake. 
It is worse than that; it Is criminal " Speak- 
ing of the army of unemployed. Mr Platt said 
that there was no such army before the threat 
of the tariff legislation. Then the army of 
peace was at work—an army of working-men 
Better clothed, better fed. better housed, more 
contented, than the workmgmen ot any other 
nation at any previous time. Was not, he asked, 
the policy which led to that prosperous condi- 
tion of the working people a good policy for 
the country? Hot now the very threat of the 
passage of the ponding bill has changed all 
that. The men who were coming to the cap- 
Itol to present petition* were men who, on the 
8th ot November, 1303, were at work at g ood 
wages, and the very, threat of the passage of 
the pending bill had wrought those results, 
and brought laboring men to the condition of 
unemployed men. 


Mr. Palmer replied to some of the state- 
ments made by Senators Aldrich and Platt, 
particularly as to the harm already done by 
the threat>f thependlne legislation, and asked 
why. If the harm was already done, delay the 
passage ot the bill? 


Mr. Palmer yielded In a good-humored man- 


ner to Interruptions by many senators on the 
republican side ot the chamber, and answered 
their various Inquiries and suggestions as to 
the effect of a tariff on the prices ot agricul- 
tural products, Mr? Palmer taking the posi- 
tion that the prices ot agricultural products 
had not gone up under the McKieleyact; the 
contrary position being taken by moat ot the 
.senators who took part in the discussion.

FROM HAWAII. 


The Jtearlitrallon Oath and the Coming 


Constitutional Election. 


SAN PBANCISCO, April 
)d6 — The 


United Press Honolulu correspondent, 
writing1 under the date of April 9, by 
the schooner Aloha which arrived yes- 
terday morning-, says: 


The royalists claim that the pre- 


scribed oath to support and bear true 
allegiance to the provisional govern- 
ment will cause any foreigner taking 
it to forfeit allegiance to his own coun- 
try. Great efforts are being made by 
the royalists to deter foreigners from 
voting on this alleged ground. 


The Portuguese consul general has 


expressed the opinion that "The citi- 
zenship of Portuguese subjects will not 
in any way be affected by the registra- 
tion oath." 


United States Minister Willis, being 


interviewed on the 7th on this ques- 
tion, declined to furnish an authori- 
tative ruling, having referred the sub- 
ject to Washington. 
He, however, 


pointed out what appears to be de- 
cisive precedent established in 1882 by 
Secretary Frelinjrhuysen and in 18W 
by Secretary Bayard, establishing the 
doctrine that taking such an oath as 
the one now prescribed does not inval- 
idate American citizenship. 


A mass meeting is to be held by lead- 


ing royali&ts to consider what course 
should be followed by them as to the 
cominsj election 
They \vill protest 


against haste in making1 a constitution 
and will especially advise the people 
not to register and take the oath, on 
the ground that such action would vi- 
tiate their appeal made to congress. 


Party division upon the question of 


further admission of Asiatics is daily 
becoming more pronounced. Many 
anti-Asiatics whites go so far as to 
postpone registering until the question 
has been decided 
They will register 


if the government promises to submit 
the constitution to ratiflation by the 
votes of all persons already registered. 
This the government hesitates to agree 
to, as they don't know how many roy- 
alists might then register for the sake 
of rejecting it. 


Desperate Conflict Between Banian 


Troops and Strlksrs. 


WABSAW, April S8.—A great strike of 


miners, iron workers and others pre- 
vails in the Petrikau district of Hol- 
land, and serious riots have resulted. 
Two thousand troops occupy the town 
of Sosnowioa, where the disturbances 
have been most violent, and additional 
troops are now on their way there. 


In the fights that have already oc- 


curred sixteen strikers have been 
killed and a large number wounded. 
The soldiers have been obliged to fire 
into the mobs repeatedly. The prison 
at Sosnowioa is filled with strikers who 
have been arrested for rioting.

Jury Frustrated 


AHD THE CONSPIRATORS ARRESTED. 


The Entrapping of the Guilty Parties 


the Work of the Attorneys on Both 


Sides of the Cast, Aided by a 


Concealed Stenographer. 


IJTDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 26.—Judge 


Baker created a great sensation yes- 
terday by dismissing one of the jury 
which has been trying the officers of 
the Indianapolis Cabinet Co., accused 
of wrecking the Indianapolis national 
bank, and holding Aben Armstrong, 
the twelfth juror, to answer a charge 
of offering to sell his influence to the 
defense for $5,000. 


It seems that last Sunday Frank 


Stannard, a delegate to the repub- 
lican state convention from Lawrence 
county, visited the attorneys for the 
defendants and asked where he could 
find Francis Coffin. He Was directed, 
and told Coffin he could get a man to 
vote for acquittal. 
When Coffin asked 


for more particulars, Stannard said 
Armstrong would hang the jury for 
»5,000. 


Coffin presented the facts to his law- 


yers, and they notified the district at- 
torney. It was arranged that Stan- 
nard should go with Armstrong to his 
attorney's office. 
A stenographer was 


present, but, out of sight, who took 
down the formal agreement of Arm- 
strong to hang the jury for the sum 
named. 


The matter was submitted to Judge 


Baker in chambers. The record was 
made to show that the attorneys for 
the defense consented to the dismissal 
of the jury. A deputy sheriff was or- 
dered to take charge of Armstrong and 
Stannard was arrested on the conven- 
tion floor. Both men were released on 
bail and the cases set for hearing next 
Monday. They are charged with con- 
spiracy to corrupt the jury and con- 
tempt of court. 


Serious Falling- Off in tl>9 Production of 


Iron Ore. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—The United 


States geological survey issues a state- 
ment showing that twenty-three states 
and two territories report a total pro- 
duction of 11,587,607 long tons of iron 
ore in 1893, a smaller amount than Is 
recorded for any year since 1887. Com- 
paring this total of 1893 with the total 
reported for the year 1893, 16,296,«Btt 
long tons, a very serious decrease is 
noticed, amounting to nearly 29 per 
cent, and this decline is evident in the 
reports received from almost every 
state. No increase is evident in any of 
the states producing over 100,000 tons 
of iron ore, except in 
Minnesota, 


where, owing to the development of 
the Mesabi range, and the •completion 
of transportation facilities, the output 
of iron ore increased some 
250,000 


tons, and in Colorado, where, owing to 
the production of larger amounts of 
pig iron locally, some 30,000 tons more 
of iron ore were required than were 
consumed in 1802. The proportionate 
decline of iron ore production in 1893 
was greatest in Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Pennsylvania and New York. 


Senator Quay on tha Wilson Tariff Bill. 


PITTSBUBOH, Pa., April 26.—Senator 


Quay and his son Richard arrived 
home in Beaver, last night. Senator 
Quay expressed the belief that ulti- 
mately the democrats would pass the 
Wilson bill, at least they had the 
votes; but he added that the repub- 
licans would prolon™ the fight if nec- 
essary until late in the fall. He is 
afraid that an attempt will be made 
to force Reed's rules ou the senate, 
but, suggested with a smile: "We can 
make a fight on that score for a long 
time." 


The senator started that the reading 


of the Wilson measure would not be 
commenced before next Wednesday, 
and then the debate could be intermin- 
able. Mr. Quay also remarked that if 
the republicans had the majority that 
the democrats hold, they would pass 
any bill that was in accordance with 
party policy."
